Prospects @f the Success of Labor Nom- 
inees in the Cream City. 

Mitwavkee, Wis., April 4.— [Special. — 
Estimates on the strength of the Labor party, 
to be shown in tomorrow’s municipal elec- 
tion, widely differ, and it is evident that even 
the chief engineers of that new political ele- 
ment are unable to givé anything that can be 
relied upon in the way of comparatively relia- 
ble figures. It is plain, however, that condi- 
tions are extremely favorable for a victory, in 
part at least, for the Labor ticket. A fusion of 
Republicans and Democrats has been effected. 
Labor 5 managers are freely backing 
their claims that they will elect both Circuit 
and Superior Court Judges and at least 
twelve Aldermen, and offer big odds on the 
election of N. 8. Murphey, their candidate for 
the Circuit Court Judgeship. All es ad- 
mit the chances for Mr. Murphey’s election 
to be much better thau those of any other 
candidate on the Labor ticket. 

Bort, Wis., April 4.—[Special.]—TIhe 
Democrats met in convention tonight under 
the guise of a Union Republican convention 
and nominated John Foster, a Republican, 
for Mayor, and John C. Burns, a Democrat, 
for Treasurer, and a full list of Democratic 
Aldermen.

TROUBLE IN THE TROPICS. 


England Demanding Justice of Venezuela— 


A Revolting Crime in Cuba. 

SANTIAdO DE CuBa, March 25.—News just 
received by the Spanish steamer Villaverde 
from Venezuela reports stirring times there. 
Three British then-of-war are in the harbor 
of Puerto Caballo, the port of Caracas, the 
Venezuelan Capital. The British Minister 
has left the Capital and is on board one of the 
war-ships, diplomatic relations between the 
British and Venezuelan Governments having 
been severed. The complications are due to 
the imprisonment of English sailors and citi- 
zens in 1888 without just cause, intermixed 
with the question of boundaries be- 
and Venezuela. 
Sir William Robertson, the British Minister 
at Caracas, demanded satisfaction ana the 
release of soldiers and passengers of the En- 
glish vessels Henrietta and Josephine, and 
later demanded compensation from Venezuela 
but without result. In October last the En- 
glish Government demanded an instant re- 
ply. The matter was again brought before 
the Governmentof Venezuela at 
but as no satisfaction could be obtained diplo- 
matic relations were severed. A royal mail 
steamer has been dispatched to one of the 
British Islands for troo The Venezuelans 
consider a dire crisisathand. They had re-

Three fiends in human form were shot this 
afternoon on the outskirts of the city at a 
place made famous by the shooting of the 
crew of the Virginius. The men were two 
mulattoes, Juan Jique and Juan Gomez, and 
an Indian, Juan They surprised 
the driver ot a train of cocoa-laden pack- 
mules and his assistant—a mere lad—cut 
them down with machetes—long, sword-like 
knives—tied them to trees, and ced 
shooting and revolting cruelties, American 
Indian fashion, on their victims until they 
were dead, sold the cocoa, aud turned the 
mules loose. They were captured and sen- 
tenced to be shot. 

Great Britain has demanded $1,000,000 of 
Hayti as settlement in full of old demands. 
Not receiving its immediate payment she 
wants To Island, which lies off the 
north coast of Hayti.

Suicide of Volney R. Chamberlain, the In- 
solvent Boston Pork-Packer. 

Boston, Mass., April 4.— [Special. V. R. 
Chamberlain of the insolvent firm of Lincoln, 
Chamberlain & Co., pork-packers, committed 
suicide tonight at his home in Cambridge. 
He shot himself through the heart and was 
found by his family, who heard the report, 
lifeless on the floor with revolver in hand. 
The dead man was under a financial cloud, 
and visions of the four walls of a jail proba- 
bly precipitated the act.

Derroit, Mich., April 4.—[Special.]—The 
prohibition amendment has probably been 
carried. Any figures given tonight are likely 
to vary greatly. Returns received at mid- 
night place the prohibition vote 7,000 ahead. 
Careful estimates of localities not neard 
from, based on the results known, 
place the majority for the amendment 
at about 15,000. The result is not a surprise, 
but the tide which set in the other way a few 
days ago was expected to reduce this major- 
ity toamerely nominalone. The Republican 
State ticket has deen elected by ut 15,000 
majority. The cities of Mich niformly 
cast a heavy vote nst the amendment, 
Detroit ng by 15,000. 

The small towns and townships throughout 
the State were almost uniformly for the 
measure. This produced some unusual and 
remarkable results. Lansing was the only 
— 9 town which gave aj majority for prohi- 
bition with the exception of 2 which 
is a prohibition centre and went 65 in its fa- 
vor. The vote throughout the State was the 
largest ever cast at a spring election, and

Gen. soul MeNulta of Bloomington Ap- 
pointed to Succeed Judge Cooley, 

The uncertainty over the Wabash re- 
ceivership was settled yesterday by Judge 
Gresham by the appointment of Gen. John 
McNulta, a prominent lawyer of Blooming- 
ton, to succeed Judge Cooley. The latter re- 
signed April 1 to become a member of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission, but 
Judge Gresham induced him to wait a few 
days until a successor could be selected. All 
the parties in interest agreed on 8. R. Calla- 
way, Vice-President and general manager 
of the Union Pacific Road, bus he telegraphed 
the Judge yesterday that his en- 
gagements with the Union Pacific were 
such that he must decline the receivership.

INTER - STATE PROBLEMS. 


THE COMMISSIONERS LISTENING TO A 
RECITAL OF GRIEVANCES. 


| Various Interests Asking for a Suspénsion 


ofthe Long and Short Haul Clause— 
Express Companies Declared to Fall Un- 
der the Operation of the New Law— 
The Commissioners Not at All Staggered 
by the Perplexing Questions Put to 
Them. 

Wasmxorox, D. C., April 4—[Special.}]— 
The Inter-State Commerce Commission did 
one thing today which showed that it is apt 
to take a common-sense view of the attempts 
to complicate simple questions laid before it. 
This was President Cooley’s letter to the Ca- 
nadian Express Company stating that in the 
view of the commission the law applies to 
the express compames and will be so con- 
strued. There has never been any reason to 
doubt that the law was intended to cover 
these corporations, but some of them refused 


to believe this and made no effort to prepare 


for the law. If they are inconvenienced now 
it will be their fault. Whenever the same 
question is raised concerning the sleeping- 
car companies there is little doubt that the 
five lawyers on the commission will be 


| of the same mind. In anticipation of 


the law going into effect tomorrow 
the railroad influences here have al- 
ready begun to talk about its hardships, 
not to the railroads, but to the shippers. The 
fact that the South and the Far Northwest 
have been the first to apply for a modifica- 
tion of the fourth section is cited to show 
that the long and short haul clause will 


break down. But the Commissioners, who 
have now heard arguments on this subject 
for three days, do not seem to be worried 
about the outcome. In the matter of organ- 
izauon itis possible the choice of a Secre- 
tary may be put off another week, but cler- 
ical. help will employed before that time. 
The commission will try to get along with a 
dozen clerks for the present, and will increase 
the number gradually. A la amount of 
printed matter from the railroads—schedules 
and the like—is already at hand, but nothing 
will be done with it until permanent quarters 


are secured. 

Senator Mitchell of Oregon today presented 
to the commission a memorial a 8 
convention recently held at Walla Walla, W. 
T., composed of delegates from various 
Boards of Trade in tern O n and 
Washington Territory, setting forth the un- 
reasonable nature of freight charges on rail- 
roads in that country, and praying for action 
of the commission in ordering a reduction of 
rates. Mr. Mitchell indorsed the memorial, 
and accompanied it with a written argument 
in support of the action prayed for. 

E. B. Russell, attorney for the Mobile & 
Ohio Railroad Company, presented a memo- 
rial praying that it be permitted to maintain 
its local rates at non-competing points and 
meet competition at “junction points” by 
reduced rates. It sets forth that the line ex- 
tends from Mobile to East St. Louis, and that 
it is crossed by twenty or more lines from 
the Mississippi River, thus bringing it into 
competition at many points with water lines.

Boston, Mass., April 4.—Judge Colt of the 
United States Circuit Court today sent down 
an opinion in the cas of the United States vs. 
The American Telephone Company to test 


motion of the defendant for leave to demur 
to the bill, and also to plead matters in de- 
fense. The court in its opinion says:

These two subjects may 9 be raised by 
demurrer and in the ordinary course of pro- 
cedure in equity -the demurrer would be 
first filed and heard.

For this 
reason it asks leave of the court to plead any 
and all determinations relating to or affecting 
the validity or scope of said patents, in addition 
todemurring. The questions it desires to raise 
by such plea are, itis claimed, closely akin to 
those which would be raised by demurrer, and 
much time, expense, and labor would be saved 
by presenting them at the same time. 

A proper plea is a defense such as reduces the 
cause or some part of it to a single point and 
thence creates a bar to the suit or to the 
part of it to which the plea applies, and so far as 
this plea proposes to set up prior litigation re- 
specting these patents no r or estoppel is 
shown such as would constitute a good plea, be- 
cause it does not appear that the parties are the 
same or the subject matter the same. 

It follows that the facts relating to the prior lit- 
igation report in this motion and the considera- 
tion of the saving of time, labor,, and expense 
while they might be urged, as suggested by the 

plaintiff; as a ground for a continuance of the 
case, afford, in my opinion, no sufficient justifica- 
tion for granting this motion. Nor do I think the 
failure of the bill to state the contents of the 
written communications of the rules of the Pat- 
ent Office referred to in the bill a sufficient reason 
for allowing the defendant to plead and at the 
same time demur the whole bill, such a course 
being contrary to well-established rules of 
equity pleading. In a cause of this magnitude it 
seems to me that the ends of justice are more 
likely to be reached by follow the regular and 
orderly procedure of courts of equity, and that 
the court should hesitate, unless from grave con- 
en to depart therefrom.

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 


A Decision in Favor of New York in an Im- 
portant Bank-Tax Case. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 4.—A decision was 
rendered by the United States Supreme Court 
today in the important bank-tax case entitled 
the Mercantile National Bank of the City of New 
York against the Mayor, Aldermen, and com- 
monalty of the City of New York, and George W. 
McLean, Receiver of Taxes. This is one of 
thirty-five suits noone by the National banks 
of the, City of ew York against the 
municipal authorities of that city to 
restrain the collection of taxes assessed upon 
the shares of stock of said banks. The question 
raised by the case is whether or notthe system 
of laws enforced in the State of New York is in 
opposition to Sec. 5,219 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of the United States, which requires that 
the taxation of shares of National banks 
„shall not be at a greater rate than is assessed 
- gr ~ other moneyed capital in the hands 
of individual citizens of said State.” This 
court answers that question in the nega- 
tive, and affirms the decree of the court below in 
favor of the State. This is a very important de- 
cision to the State of New York, as taxes to the 
amount of more than $2,000,000 are involved, and 
the Nationai-bank stock affected by it amounts 
at par value to more than $80,000,000. A similar 
decision was rendered in the case of the National 
Newark Banking Company against the Mayor 
and Common Council of the City of Newark, N. J.

n, in error to the Supreme Court of Michigan. 

he question presented by this case is the con- 
stitutionality of an act of the Michigan Legisla- 
ture passed June 5, 1883, entitled An act to pro- 
vide for the taxation of persons, copartner- 
ships, associations, car-loaning Companies, d 
fast freight lines engaged in the business of 
988 cars over any of the railroads 
of this State and not being exclusively the prop- 
erty of any railroad company pa taxes on 
their gross receipts. The State of Michigan by 
virtue of this law endeavored to collect a tax 
from an express company running cars into and 
out of that State with express matter and fast 
freight, but not own any property within the 
jurisdiction of the State. This court holds that 
the act of the Michigan Legislature 
above referred to is unconstitutional, inasmuch 
as it is a regulation of commerce among the 
States. the power to make which ig withheld 
from the States. The decree of the Supreme 
Court of Michigan is reversed with costs, and the 
cause remanded for further proceedings in con- 
formity with the opinion of this court.

SLOSSON’S GREAT 


IT ENABLES HIM TO WIN A GAME THAT 
WAS PRACTICALLY LOST. 


Schaefer Leads Him by Nearly Two Hun- 
dred Points, but the Chicagoan Rallies 


George F. Slosson and Jacob Schaefer played

cialistic schemes of the United Labor organi- 
zation.

Leta 
city like Chicago take the first step toward 
Socialism and there will bea momentum dif- 
ficult to stop. The immediate consequences 
in driving away capital, discouraging enter- | 
prises, and disturbing public confidence 
would increase suffering and discontent and 
add fuel to the flames of demagogio agitation. 
The moment a Socialistic party should secure 
control of Chicago, and even before it pro- 
ceeded to levy the taxes required for its gi- 
gantic schemes, capital would be withdrawn, 
loans refused, enterprises stopped, wages 
lowered, and work made scarce and hard to 
get. With capital threatened and investment 
made insecure the community would feel at 
once the blight of hard times and could es- 
cape complete commercial paralysis only by re- 
tracing the false step and contriving to restore 
public confidence. Yetsuch a course would 
then be one extremely difficult to take. In- 
stead of viewing the situation dispassionately 
the misled working classes, aggravated by 
increased distress and stimylated more by 
hunger than reason, would insist on rushing 
further along the path on which they had 
started, and the cry would go up for more 
spoliataon of property by taxation, although 
such a suicidal course could only deaden en- 
terprise still more effectually and sharpen 
the sufferings of wagé-workers. Anticipating 
just such a state of affairs, one of the greatest 
of modern thinkers has expressed the belief 
that if socialistic movements once get fairly 
under “way in American cities they can be 
arrested only by despotic military power and 
the overthrow of popular government. Lie 
a fire Socialism may be easily quen at 
the outset, but if allowed headway may soon 
prove beyond control. Let every honest 
voter of Chicago realize that one of the 
gravest issues ever submitted to him as a 
citizen is now presented, and then answer on 
his conscience whether he is ready to take 
“the first step toward pure Socialism and 
Socialistic brotherhood.”

THE MUGWUMPS’ ANNUAL OBSERVATIONS. 

Messrs. George William Curtis, Carl 
Schurz, Wayne MacVeagh, et al., who were 
appointed a year ago by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Civil-Service Reform 
League to keep track of the operations of the 
reform under the Cleveland Administration 
and in New York and Massachusetts, the 
only States which have thus far adopted the 
reform State system, have made their re- 
port. It is a bulky document, formidable 
enough in fact to scare away any officials, 
State or municipal, who might be contemplat- 
ing the adoption of the reform. The larger 
part of it is devoted to the status of the re- 
form at Washington, and this is the only 
part which has much public interest just at 
present. 

So far as the President’s relation to the 
reform of the civil service is concerned, the 
report is a curiosity. The able mugwumps 
who compose the committee are evidently 
dissatisfied with him, but they let him down 
easily and by degrees. The familiar plati- 
tudes which Mr. Cleveland has uttered until 
they have become threadbare are referred to 
as “undoubtedly seriously misapprehended 
„both by the oversanguine friends of reform 
and by the adherents of the partisan spoils 
system.“ In other words, both sides had 
raised their expectafions to an extravagant 
pitch and both have been disappointed. They 
dwell with tender sympathy upon the em- 
barrassments under which the President has 
labored. They refer to his inexperience in 
National affairs,the pressure which has been 
brought to bear upon him by politicians and 
members of Congress, his lack of acquaint- 
ance with politicians, and the grievous man- 
ner in which he has been misinformed and 
misled. Taking all these things into con- 
sideration, they are of opinion that, although 
he has left much to be desired and done 
some things that merit “‘ unequivocal disap- 
proval,” after all he has “ accomplished much 
„for the reform of the civil service.” 

We do not find in the report any allusion to 
the 50,000 officeholders who have been turned 
out because they were Republicans, nor to 
the President’s shuffling and truckling in 
the Pennsylvania and Missouri appointments. 
We find very severe criticism of Vilas and 
his spoils operations, but who placed and 
who keeps him in the Cabinet? We find 
wholesale condemnation of Gorman and his 
methods, but who appointed Gorman’s pro- 
tégés to office in the face of repeated pro- 
tests? To whom are his spoilsmen indebted 
for office? We may have overlooked the mat-« 
ter, but we do not find any particular con- 
demnation of Garland, whom the President 
keeps in his Cabinet in the faceof the serious 
charges made against him. If the committee 
are. really satisfied with the progress of 
civil-service reform during the last year, 
then indeed are they very easy to suit. From 
the general tenor of the report, however, it 
would appear that they are heartily disap- 
pointed, but are resolved to put as good a face 
upon it as possible, since the position is one 
of their own making. Perhaps, however, 
one cannot expect anything but tenderness 


from mugwumps.

ALKALI AND IRRIGATION. 

A pampblet recently issued by Prof. E. W. 
Hilgard brings out a point which has hither- 
to received little attention, but may prove to 
have an important bearing on the question of 
profitable cultivation of soils by means of 
artificial irrigation. It is that the supplying 
of water to the land without corresponding 
arrangements for drainage brings to the 
surface the neutral salts, which manifest 
themselves by a peculiar efflorescence, and in- 
jure or destroy the crop by corrosive action 
on the root crown. Of course the effect is 
cumulative, and after the lapse of several 
years may become so great as to render it 
impossible to obtain from the soil an ade- 
quate return for the labor of cultivating it. 

This matter is all the more important, as it 
is precisely those lands requiring artificial 
irrigation to render them fruitful which con- 
tain the greatest amount of alkali. And in 
most cases the water available for supply is 
also strongly alkaline. As it rises through 
the soil it carries with it the objectionable 
salts from beneath, and they are left by evap- 
oration on the surface, being concentrated 
The 
material not only acts by corrosion on the 
plants, but it also prevents what is known as 
the flocculation of the clay contained in the 
soil. The most thorough cultivation only 
succeeds in breaking up the clay into clods, 
a condition which is entirely unsuited to 
nourishing the cereals during the period in 
which they grow when circumstances favor it. 

The alkali soils are very abundant in Cali- 
fornia, and notably so in the famous San 
Joaquin Valley, where is raised a large part 
of all the wheat that is grown on the Pacific 
slope. The characteristics above referred to 
have been known for years, but it has been 
noted within a short time that not only is the 
area of these soils increasing under tne irri- 
gative process, but that tney are actually de- 
veloping in places where they did not exist 
before. A similar state of things is reported 
to exist in Northern India, but it would ap- 
pear to have become more pronounced there 
than on the western shore of our continent. 
The Government of that country finds itself 
confronted by the very grave necessity of 
carrying out difficult and costly remedies or 
of abandoning in large part its system of irri- 
gation. In both cases the required remedy is 
twofoid. Itis not only required to provide 
drainage which will carry off the water from 
below without allowing it to rise again to 
the surface, but the water itself must be puri- 
fied or a supply obtained from other than 
present sources. It is found, for instance, 
that the waters of the Tulare, Kern, and 
Buena Vista Lakes contain so much alkali as 
to be absolutely unfit for the purposes of irri- 
gation. 

These facts have an especial bearing upon 
the question of the wheat supply to the 
world. They indicate that the problem is 
one the conditions of which are far from be- 
ing all solved as yet. And particularly it may 
be noted that they tend to show the unwis- 
dom of the claim that the wheat-growing 
areas of the Mississippi Valley will soon be 
limited to the supply of home wants because 


‘of the vast increase in production of India 


and our Pacific slope. It may be laid down 

as an incontrovertible fact that wheat culture 

is the very worst adapted to an alkaline soil, 

and cannot long be continued profitably | 

where that is the prevailing feature. The | 

roots, cotton, fruits, and especially grapes, 
are far better suited to such areas, and will 
probably have to be depended upon in the not 

far distant future as the chief support of the 

agriculturist over a large part of our West- 

ern coast, as well as in what have beer talked 

of as the inexhaustible wheat lands of the 

British Empire. ‘Meanwhile it is matter for 
thankfulness that no such limiting facts have 
cropped out with regard to the wheat areas 
east of the Rocky Mountains, and it may 

even prove that they are destined to be of 

much greater consequence as bread-produc- 
ers for te Old World than has hitherto been 
conceded to them.

“Dame Heraldry,” by F. S. W., is the simple 
title of a book just issued by 
D. Lothrop & Co. ot Boston. gl author, Mrs. 
F. S. Willing of this city, is. evidently in love 
with her subject and has studied it with en- 
thusiasm. The work which she has accomplished 
must have required long and careful investiga- 
tion in many odd corners. It is not, as its name 
might signify, a long, dry, catalog of the insignia 
of rank, ora technical discourse on heraldry. 
The subject is presented in an interesting and 
even romantic manner, and will commend itself 
to the reader by its quaint information and by 
historical legends and anecdotes connected with 
it. In a dozen chapters, beautifully illustrated 
in colors, the writer takes the reader through 


debasement of Knights and the details of tourna- 
ments; the meaning of heraldry and its devices; 
the object of the college of arms; the classes of 
arms and various orders of knighthood; the 
meaning of coats of arms and the significance of 
flags, standards, and ensigns; and the origin of 
decorations, ordinaries, hatchments, mottoes, 
shields, and colors, The story of heraldry is told 
in a familiar colloquial style as if related to a 
family of children, and is so enriched with anec- 
dotes and quaint bits of historical information 
that it never lags in interest. Mrs. Willing has 
done her work admirably well, and with such 
brightness and cleverness, as well as carefulness, 
that her name should be given to the public. It 
is a book that ought to find a large circle of read- 
ers, not alone for the charm Sof its manner but 
also for the value of its matter.

Speaker Peel Has a Lively Debate with 
Members and Is Finally Declared an 
Invalid—Premier Salisbury Talks to the 
Colonial Delegates—The Government of

LonpoN, April 4—The Rt.-Hon. W. H. 
Smith, First Lord of the Treasury, replying 
to a question in the House of Commons this 
evening, said that under the proposed Irish 
Crimes Act Amendment bill one of the two 
Magistrates exercising summary jurisdiction 
must have sufficient knowledge of the law. 
He (Mr. Smith) would not agree to such a 
drastic proposal as the removal of all Irish 
magistrates lacking legal education. 

The Rt.-Hon. Henry Chaplin (Conserva- 
tive), member of the Sleaford Division of 
Lincolnshire, raised a point of order, calling 
the attention of the House to a speech made 
by Mr. Charles A. V. Conybeare (Radical), 
member for Northwest Cornwall, at a recent 
Radical meeting, in which he denaynced the 
Speaker of the House as a man who was no 
longer impartial, and who had descended to 
become an ally of the most tyrannical party 
in Parliament. 

Mr. Chaplin asked if this language was not 
a gross breach of privilege. 

The Speaker replied that it was for the 
House to decide whether the language re- 
ferred to was a breach of privilege, and that 
personally he passed over, as he could well 
afford to do [cheers], any personal reflection 
which Mr. Conybeare might have intended. 
The gravity of the affair consisted in the 


fact that the language as used refiected not 
upon him (the Speaker), but upon the House 
which had elected him. If any member

The collision between the Speaker and Sir 
William Harcourt Thursday evening was not the 
first in which Sir William Harcourt has had the 
feeling of the House st ly against him, The 
Speaker acquitted him of intending the in- 
sinuation against self. The House did not 
acquit him. This incident doubtless strengthens 
Mr. Gladstone's forebod of an important 
change in the existing relations between the 
House and the Speaker. These Mr. Gladstone 
expresses publicly and privately. He foresees 
that frequent appeal for the Speaker's sanction 
to a motion for closing debate will strain the re- 
lations between him and the minority, perhaps 
impair his authority, and certainly dimin- 
ish the deference hitherto shown him. 
Then, when the minority, irritated dy fre- 
quent suppression, comes K a majority after 
a general election, they will be in no mood to 

ect the same Speaker, as the custom has 
been; so that the House will drift into the Amer- 
ican practice and each party will elect its own 
Speaker as each finds itself in a majority. The 
Tory view of Sir W. Harcourt’s attack is that it 
was meant to intimidate the Speaker into refus- 
ing sanction to the closure. For the first time 
in parliamentary history cries of “Down with 
the Speaker! were heard last evening from the 
same men who were wildly cheering Mr. Glad- 
stone as he walked out of the House; yet the 
Speaker's impartiality, toleration, and firmness 
have been irable throughout. 

The new Land bill introduced in the House of 
Lords is a measure which, in other times, the 
Irish members would hail as a boon. It em- 
bodies some provisions which Mr. Parnell has 
often demanded. It admits leaseholders to the 
benefit of the act of 1881, discourages evictions, 
and empowers county courts to make things easy 
for the tenants; but Mr. Parnell is in no mood to 
accept any remedial legislation in company with 
coercion. 

The Saturday Review today publishes an effect- 
ive article on the Canadian fisheries question, 
full of its usual bitterness toward America, con- 
cluding with the remark that Americans are 
striving to fasten a quarrel on an unconscious 
nation. This is one of very few discreditable 
— eg to the general rule observed on this 
question by the English press, and is intended, 
perhaps, as a welcome to the American Minister, 
who, with Mrs. Phelps, arrived in don Thurs- 
day evening from Monte Carlo.

The Government ot Aisace-Lorraine—Briefs 
from Berlin.

FURNITURE MADE OF BRASS. 


Designs in Chairs, Dressing-Cases, and Mir- 
rors Are All the Kage Now. 
When the popular taste began some time 
ago to lean towards articles made of brass 
many persons laughed at what they called a 
spasm and said it could not last long, but if 
the trade done in this line of goods is any- 
thing to go by the craze is increasing. Popu- 
lar taste, in fact, is running riot in this re- 
gard. Fancy woodwork, so popular a year or 
80 ago, is practically out of the market. Not 
only is this metal used in the manufacture 
of bric-A-brac and ornamental pieces, but in 
many of the recently-built dwellings it con- 
stitutes much of the practical and substan- 
tial appointments. or portiéres, mantel 
and stdir casings polished 
been in common use for a 
long time, but it was not until recently that 
it took the place of softer and less expensive 
materials in the manufacture of panélings 
for doors, sills, baluster rails, balconies, and 
thelike. Its use in the manufacture of house- 
hold articles has knocked a good-sized hole in 
the furniture business, for a portion of a 
dwelling can today be furnished in brass, 
from the kitchen poker up to a child’s swing- 
ing crib. An article of this kind—a brass 
bassinet—covered by a canopy, costs 850. A 
simple crib, however, can be bought for 835. 
Single brass bedsteads are worth $48, while 
those of double size range in price from $38 
to $100. Among the new designs in beds is a 
canopy which, while it extends only over the 
0 is a very handsome piece of furni- 
ure. e head and foot pieces are made in 


variously fashioned patterns, as also are the 


supports to the canopy, which can be had in 
damask, merino, silk, or satin. In a room 
where a light is continually burned they are 
practical and useful as well as ornamental. 
Brass cabinets forty and sixty inches high, 
with four or five shelves, are also bein 
made. They cost from $40 > The top an 
stanchions are of hly polished metal, but 
the shelves are made of solid mahogany. 
lished brass dressing-cases, with bevel 
glass mirrors, though pretty and elegant, 
are. v expensive. also are the brass 
chairs. Tofurnish a reception-room or var- 
lors with brass chairs wo be novel and 
dainty, but at $40 each most people would 
have to be content with one or two. To the

THE HARD FATE OF A HINDOO BRIDE. 


| Miseries Entailed by the Barbarous Custom 


of Infant Marriage. 

Rukmibhai, the native lady whose wrongs 
aroused so general a feeling of sympathy in 
England and India, was married, according 
to Hindoo usage, at the age of 11, to a youth 
some years her senior. She remained at her 
parents’ house, was carefully educated, and 
grew up, according to ali accounts, into a 


refined and highly-cultivated lady. Some 


eighteen months ago she published in the 
Times of India, under the nom de plume of 
„& Hindoo Lady,” a series of forcible and 
striking letters on the miseries entailed on 
her sex in India by the barbarous customs of 
infant marriage and enforced widowhood. 
Last year her husband tried to get her to 
live with him, and on her refusing instituted 
a suit for the restitution of conjugal righis 
in the Bombay High Court. The case was 
tried in the t instance by Mr. Justice 
Pinhey, when, it having been proved that 
the husband was too poor to supvort her, was 
utterly ignorant and uneducated—in fact, a 
mere coolie—and was, moreover, consumpt- 
ive, the Judge expressed the opinion that it 
would be a barbarous, cruel, and revolting 
thing to compel her live with such a man. 
He further held that such suit could not lie 
under Hindoo law, and dismissed it. The 
husband appealed, and the case was argued 
before the Chief Jus and Mr. Justice 
th 1 — hy with Rak. 
pressi eir en sympa uk- 
mibhai- telt com to rule that Mr. Jus- 
tice Pinhey was wrong in law, and remanded 
the case to the lower court for trial on its 


merits. 

It is now being reheard, before Mr. Justice 
Farran. Rukmibhai’s counsel could only re- 

at that his client had never consented to 

he m , and ever re ed the man 
as her husband; that the husband was poor 
ignorant, and unhealthy, and that if ordered 
to return to him she would be forced to dis- 
obey, and was prepared to take the conse- 
quences. The court had no option save te 
anorder that she should join her hus- 
and within a month. Should she fail to do 
so she would be liable to six months’ impris- 
onment. The case has excited much sym- 
thy among the Anglo-Indian community. 
The English newspapers are publishing ar- 
ticles and letters on the subject, and steps 
are — in Bombay to raise a fund on 
her be ; 

Among the native community, however, 
hardly a single voice except that of Mr. Mal- 
abart, a Parsee gentleman, has been raised in 
her favor, and the so-called reformers who 
agitate loudly for representative institutions, 
etc., say no word for the alteration of the 
cruel law which the Bombay court has been 
reluctantly compelled to enforce.—Calcutia
